tipple, o2 vittaile in their houſes, but ſuch as 
are wayfaring men, that ſhall take the lame to 
refreſh themſelues in their paſlage o2tourney, 
oꝛſuch as ſhalbe appointed to lodge oz take dyet 
in their houſes, but to deliuer out of their hou⸗ 
ſes that quantitie of dꝛinke which their neigh⸗ 
bours of the poozer ſoꝛt ſhall haue need of, to 
be d2unke in the houſes ol thoſe who fetch oz 
ſend oz the lame, and not elſe where. 

To permit no tipling at all on the Sabboth 
day, oꝛ holy day in time ot Diuine ſeruice, 
That no U'ictualler , Tipler , oz Atehouſe-

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keeper , ſhall permit and ſuffer any perſon 02 
perſons to lodge in his houſe aboue a day and a 
night, butſuch as ye will anſwere foz, as the 
Statutes in that behalte made doe require. 

To giue ſtraight oꝛder and charge to euery 
Conſtable, oꝛ other interiour Officer to whom 
it may appertaine.thateuery ofthem ſhallonce 
in euery fifteen dayes ſearch andenquire of the 
defaults and diſozders afozeſatd, and ſhall in- 
koꝛme the Jultices of the Peace of the ſame de- 
faults and diſozders, it any be, that the offen- 
ders therein may thereupon bee pꝛoceeded on 
gs accoꝛding to the Law. And it it 
thallſeeme ts the Juſtice, that the Petie Con⸗ 
ſtable be either a Uictualler, oz one that ſhall 
fauour the Uictuallers in their faults , then 
ſome other meet perſon to bee appointed to 
make the ſaid Jnaquilition and Certificate. 

No Tipler tobuy any goods of any wapla⸗ 
ig man. oꝛ other, that ſhallbzing the ſame to 

houſes to ſell, but ot ſuch as ſhall be well 
kno wen vnto them to be ol honeſt conuerta⸗ 

tion. and whom they ſhalbe able al⸗ 
wayes to pꝛoduce, oz haue 

to be koꝛth comming.
